Approvimately .'100 officers and men 
will be retained at Arcadia, and it is 
possible that battery or more of field 
artillery may be stationed here to 
train with the air service men. The ( 
camp will remain an army post, and 
there will be training of enlisted men 
in all departments of balloon hand¬ 
ling, but the officers’ courses will be 
held at Scott Field. 

No official notification of artillery 
station here has been made to Col. T. 
A. Baldwin, Commandant. 

Abandonment of the camp, at first 
thought inevitable, seems improbable 
now. All the buildings are being re¬ 
painted and the two great airship 
hangars, costing close to a quarter of 
a million, are nearly completed.

Local Man Is Low Bidder F'or New 
Settling Basin At The 
Pumping Plant 

Harvey . Steinberger was the low 
bidder on the contract for building a 
combined settling basin and reservoir 
at the city pumping plant on East 
Central Avenue.

ALASKAN NATIVES MAKE 
USE uF REINDEER HIDE — 
A new article of commerce is the 
reindeer carpet, made by Port 
i 'larence (Alaska) natives. -The 
material used in this unique rug 
comes from the Alaskan reindeer 
and each carpet. 12 by 14 feet, is 
composed of 900 pieces of the 
fur, alternately light and dark, 
cut diamond shape and sewed 
with sinews. The border, 10 
inches wide, is also of the tiny 
squares, but nearly black. The 
lighter fur pieces are cut front 
tlie hide of the under part of the 
reindeer, darker gray being that 
over the back and flanks. Fur 
cut out of tlie hide from the head 
and neck furnishes the black 
squares of the border. 

Many reindeer have stone-col 
ured coats, with beards and a 
mane like buffalo growing down 
their breasts. Others are spot 
ted, guaker gray and white, anil 
the hair is stiort, soft and very 
thick. If the animal is killed in 
early fall, tlie fur is prime, unit 
will not come out In tufts. 

Tlie reindeer rugs sell readilj 
at $100 each. Four native women 
at' tlie Seward Peuiusula distrlei 
■-mu finish a rug in a week. 

Tlie fur carpets when once 
laid, especially on waxed floors 
will last indefinitely and mil) 
easily be swept and cleaned.

In announcing this plan for the is¬ 
suing of new stock, President Miller 
! said: “The Southern California Edison 
i Company has been conceded to be one 
of the most soundly financed util it ie- 
in the country, and this new move, 
in the face of cheaper money condi- 
j tions, is an evidence of the foresight 
j of its management. The Company’s 
; general policy is to provide the major 
part of its new construction needs 
through the sale of bonds and the re¬ 
mainder by capital stock. Heretofore 
common stock paying eight percent 
dividends has been sold.

Suppose O-E represents five volt*. 
It can he seen then that a change of 
flve volts in grid potential will accom¬ 
plish the same result that 40 volts will 
In the plate circuit. The ratio of 
the voltage change In the plate cur¬ 
rent Is called the factor of the tube 
and Is denoted by the letter "K.” 

In the tube Just discussed the am¬ 
plification factor would be 40 divided 
by flve or eight. The amplification 
factor of the tubes available for ama 
leur use at present Is usually between 
4 and 10. The amplification factor Is 
a function of the dimensions and rela 
live positions of the elements In the 
tube.

_rltl, determine the value of E. E is 
the negative poteutiul which must he 
applied to the grid In order to reduce 
the plate current to zero. The vulue 
of F, which Is the positive grid poten¬ 
tial that will cause the maximum or 
saturation current to flow In the plate 
circuit. Is also determined by the rela¬ 
tive position of the grid with respect 
to the filament und plate. If the grid 
is of very fine mesh, the value of E 
Is small because the electrons In pass¬ 
ing through the small mesh of the 
grid on their journey from the fila¬ 
ment to the plate will negatively 
charge the grid and will be repelled. 
Similarly a small positive charge ap¬ 
plied to a fine mesh will tend to ac¬ 
celerate the velocity of the electrons. 

In case of a very coarse mesh grid, 
the electrons can puss through the ap¬ 
ertures in the grid without coining in 
so close to the charge on it and a 
relatively high potential will be re¬ 
quired on the grid to control the elec¬ 
tron stream, or in other words, the 
current flowing In the plate circuit. 

Referring to Fig. VIII, O-G, is the 
current that will flow In the plate cir¬ 
cuit when there Is no potential ap¬ 
plied to the grid. Suppose a positive 
potential us (>-! is applied to the grid. 
I'he corresponding plate circuit current 
will be 1-1 1 or B-D, more than it was 
when the grid had no potential ap¬ 
plied to it. 

A negative potential of O-H rs now 
applied hi the grid where O-H is oquul 
in value to o-l, but opposite in sigu. 
The application of the negative po¬ 
tential when applied to the grid will 
• uuse the plate current to he reduced 
to a value li-C or A-U, less than it 
was when there was no potential ap¬ 
plied to the grid. So it is seen that a 
negative potential when applied to the 
grid does not reduce the plate circuit 
current as much as the same positive 
potential Increased the plate circuit 
current. This irregular conductivity of 
the tube is made use of when the tube 
is used as a detector or rectifier of 
radio signals. 

Tile iueoming radio signal is a high 
frequency alternating current. Let us 
apply an alternating difference of po- 
'.efitiul whose maximum positive vul¬ 
ue is equal to 0-1 and whose maximum 
negative value is equal to O-H. to the 
grid of the three-electrode tube 
whose characteristic curve Is the same 
as that shown in Fig. VIII. In Fig. 
IX is shown tile alternating difference 
of potential applied to the grid. 
Through the first quarter of a cycle, 
from zero at .1 to a maximum nega 
the value at K, equal to O-H, the 
plate circuit current will vary from 
O-O, its value at 1* when no grid po¬ 
tential is applied to a value at Q equal 
to 11-0, 

During the next quarter of a cycle 
tlie grid potential changes from a 
maximum negative value at K to zero 
at L. The corresponding value* of 
plate circuit current are shown by the 
portion of the plate current curve 
Q-K. 

During the next or third quarter 
of a cycle the applied grid potential 
Increases from zero at L to a maxi¬ 
mum positive value at M. equal to 
o-l, and causes the plate circuit to in¬ 
crease from 1-B, its value when the 
plate potential Is zero, te I-D, an In¬ 
crease in plate current equal to B-D. 

During the remaining fourth quar¬ 
ter of a cycle us the applied grid po¬ 
tential varies from a maximum |hisI- 
tlve value at M tq zero at N, the plate 
circuit current varies from a value S 
to T. 

Assuming that the characteristic 
curve us shown In Fig. VIII and Fig. 
IX was with a potential of 40 volts 
on tlie plate, then, If the plate current 
Is to be reduced to zero by a varia¬ 
tion of plate voltage-with no poten¬ 
tial applied to tlie grid—the plate 
voltage must be reduced to zero or a 
reduction of 40 voltn must be mude

It then becomes necessary to apply 
a constant potential to the grid by 
means of a battery in the grid cir¬ 
cuit, called the "C" battery, to main¬ 
tain the grid at such a point on the 
characteristic curve that symmetrical 
changes in grid potential will cause 
the maximum symmetrical current to 
flow in the plate circuit.

Big Ships' Radio. 

The radio equipment of the ships 
Paris and Lafayette is described in ■ 
recent issue of Radioelectricity. On both 
steamers a flve-kilowatt tube trans¬ 
mitter lias been installed with a wave 
range of between 2.000 and 9.000 me¬ 
ters. A tive-kilowatt motor-generator 
set Is used to produce the plate-high 
tension for four rectifying and four 
oscillatory tubes, and the low voltage 
current for the heating of the filament 
of these tubes. Both vessels are 
equipped with a radio range-finder, or 
“radio goniometer." which, reduced to 
plain English, means a radio compass. 
A distance of 3,400 kilometers lias 
been covered safely by messages sent 
from the transmitter of the Paris.

Don't expect tlie circuit to os¬ 
cillate witli equal strength over 
a great range if you tune the 
grid circuit with capacity 
alone Keep the ratio of L to 
0 as near constant as possible 
while tuning. 

Don't expect a circuit to os¬ 
cillate If the natural period of 
the tickler circuit is equal to 
the natural period of the grid 
circuit. 

Don't place the tickler or 
plate variometer tight against 
the grid coll or a change in the 
plate circuit will detune the grid 
circuit. 

Don't expect high impedance 
tubes to oscillate freely in a cir¬ 
cuit designed for low impedance 
tubes. 

Don't discard a regenerative 
receiver until you have trie,) 
more than one detector tube. 

Don't forget that a soft gas 
eous tube Is the best detector, 
and that a hard tube Is the best 
oscillator. 

Don't treat inductance colls 
with shellac or uny other var 
ntsh or compound that will ah 
sorb moisture.
